Of Lake Is 
MeetTheme 

- The Open Lands Project has in- 
vited citizen groups from Illinois, 
Michigan, Indiana and Wisconsin 
to confer on joint action to protect 
Lake Michigan from new threats 
posed. by construction of nuclear 
power plants on its shores. 

"Power Production and Protec- 
tion of the Lake" will be the 
theme of the Second Annual Four* 
State Lake Michigan Conference 
to be sponsored by the conserva- 
tion and environmental planning 
organization Saturday, May 2, at 
the Illinois Beach State Park 
Lodge in Zion. 

'Attendance by 300 persons from 
the four states bordering Lake 
Michigan is expected. 

The keynote speaker, address- 
ing the luncheon session of the 
conference, will be Francis Mayo, 
regional - director in.Jhe .Great 
Lakes Office of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Administration. 

His subject will be "The Role of 
FWPCA in Protecting the Lake." 

The conference program also 
will include a tour of the nuclear 
power plant now being built in 
Zlon by the Commonwealth Edi- 
son Co. and a discussion of indus- 
try safeguards against pollution 
caused by such plants by repre- 
sentatives of Commonwealth Edi- 



son. 
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. In announcing plans for the con- 
ference, Gunner A. Peterson, 
Open Lands Project executive di- 
rector, said that threats from pol- 
lution caused by huclear~pbwer 
plants along Lake. Michigan can- 
not be overlooked. 

"Without action by government 
authorities or industry to modify 
present . design of these plants, 
they will return massive quanti- 
ties of heated water to the lake," 
Peterson said. "According to 
many respected biologists and 
Geologists, this thermal pollution 
may threaten the extinction of 
many remaining forms of marine 
life in the lake while also gener- 
ating increased growth of green 
algae in shallow water areas."
